Grratxv refreshed both mentally 
and physically, the editor of the 
Deaf-Mutks' Journal returned 
from a cruise of the West Indies, 
which began February 28th and 
ended on March 29th. He had as 
traveling companions Mr. Henry 
C. Kohlman and Mr. Sylvester J. 
Fogarty. The cruise took them 
across th2 wonderful Panama Canal 
and back by special train. They 
made shore excursions at various 
ports of call, including Havana, 
Cuba, where two days were enjoy- 
ed"; Martinique which suffered such 
a tragic calamity about twenty-five 
years ago, when the entire popula- 
tion was in less than a minute 
whelmed to death by the eruption 
of the volcano, Mt. Pelee. For over 
twenty years, where once had been 
the gay city of St. Pierre, there re- 
mained only the desolate and 
ground-flattened ruins. But about 
a year and a half since they began 
to build, and now have reconstruct- 
ed the destroyed cathedral and erect- 
ed many public and privateedifices. 
It is fast becoming a populous city. 
Porto Rico has made wonderful 
strides and the city of San Juan now 
has several magnificent public build- 
ings, while the island itself shows 
remarkable progress. Bridgetown, 
Barbados ; Trindad, La Guyra. 
Caracas, and Cartagena, South 
America, all were interesting stop- 
ping places. The beautiful Island 
of Jamaica, with its wonderful 
harbor, occupied two days of profi- 
table sight-seeing, and Nassau, Ba- 
hamas, as well as Bermuda, were 
islands of enchantment during visits 
on shore. The Island of Curacao, 
Dutch West Indies, looking like a 
transplanted part of Holland, was a 
quaint and instructive port of call. 
The weather wan bright and plea- 
sant during everv dav of the cruise. 



ABOUT two years ago, the State 
Automobile Commissioner of Mary- 
land was opposed to granting li- 
censes to the deaf as drivers. Prof. 
Ignatius Bjorlee, Superintendent of 
the State School for the Deaf, enter- 
ed the fray and espoused the rights 
of the deaf. It was largely through 
his efforts that Commissioner Baugh- 
man reluctantly granted a ouasi- 
license by adding provisions not re- 
quired in the general permits. By 
consulting the Maryland column of 
this issue, it will be learned that all 
restrictions have been removed, and 
hereafter, subject to the period of 
probation, deaf-mutes who qualify 
in other respects, will be licensed 
as automobile drivers.

The deaf of Maryland have at last demon- 
started to the Stale Automobile Commis- 
sioner Col. K. Austin Haufrhmnn, (hat they 
are thoroughly competent to operate motor 
vehicles. 

For several years the deaf of the State 
were not permitted even to demonstrate 
Hn ii ability to drive, deafness in itself being 
iiiisidered a sufficient handicap to deprive 
them of the privilege. One year ago we 
secured certain concessions with the under- 
standing that it conditions so warranted, 
other restrictions would lie removed. Two 
of the regulations were particularly objec- 
tionable In the deaf namely the one requir 
ing that a deal driver must at all times he 
aCCOBtptBied on the driver's seat by a hear- 
ing person ; the other that permits to drivers 
were limited to within the boundary lines ol 
the State of Maryland. 

As a result of several recent conferences, 
an amended set of regulations went into 
riled on March 15th, 1027. 

l'or all deaf drivers who hold permits 
dated prior on March 15th, the regulation 
concerning a hearing -companion will be 
eliminated and reciprocity will be granted 
In deal drivers in all States where no con- 
flicting regulations e\isl. 

Kor the present all applicants who shall 
ccure permits to drive subsequent to March 
I Mil will lie required to adhere to the ori- 
ginal resolution covering a hearing compan- 
ion for a probationary period of six months. 

We have rc-ec-ntK received communication 
from Messrs Hugh Miller of North Carolina, 
and II S Austin, of Florida, relative to auto- 
mobile lii;i>lalioii ponding in their mpec 
livc States. These gentlemen will be glad to 
know that after a most rigid probalionarv 
period the Automobile Commissioner of our 
State has deemed it advisable to grant to 
the deaf permits on practically an cquai 
uniting with the hearing. 

We cannot express la words out 
appreciation to Supt. Ignatius 
Bjorlee of the Maryland School for 
I lie Deal for his long and tireless 
effort which resulted in overcoming 
Commissioner Baughman's pre- 
judice against the deaf driven. At 
the reunion held in Frederick last 
summer, Mr. Bjorlee baa always 

proved himself a teal friend of tin 
deaf, lie is popular and well liked 
in this State, Next fall will mark 

his tenth vear as Superintendent of 
the Maryland School. His work at 

the school has been Steadily pro- 
gressive and of a building nature. 
Before com i ng to Frederick, Bjorlee 
was a Norma] Fellow at Callaudct 
and latei a teaclici at tin- Fanwood 
School, at New York, for about ten 
years.
